Oxeat    Speed    Possible 

In  the  system  invented  by  Bachelat, 
the  cars  are  made  of  steel  with  an  al- 
luminum  base.  This  metal,  suffering 
magnetic  repulsion  by  electric  magttets, 
which  are  situated  under  the  track, 
holds  the  cars  suspended  In  the  air,  A 
series  of  solenoids  along  the  tratk, 
which  arc  successively  electrically  mitg- 
neti^sed,  pull  t^e  suspended  oar  at  a 
terrific  speed.  This  type  at  car  fa  In- 
tended for  goods  and  mail  traffic, 
Bachelat  contending  that  the  cost  of 
carrying  for  300  miles  was  a  cent  per 
pound.  The  cost  or  laylns?  the  track 
wotild  be  $25,000  a  mile,  plu.s  J6O,0OO  for 
power-houses  at  each  100  miles.  The

qutesce  in  the  request  of  the  Vancop- 
rei-  Island  JmHes  <or  -an  «pproprlatl^n- 
of  money  wherewith  preliminary  sur- 
veys and  cost  estimates  may  be  made 
immediately.  The  communication  to 
the  Boards  of  Trades  of  the  above  cities 
is   worded  a«  follows:,^ 

"We  are  induced  to  bring  the  auestlon 
of  all-rail  connection  between  the  Main- 
land atnd  Vancouver  Island  to  your 
notice  for  various  reasons  which  are  as 
pregnant  with  importance  to  the  ag- 
ricultural and  commercial  develop- 
ment of  the  Western  Praiirle  proyjpces 
as  to  Vancouver  Island.  "> 

"^t  has  for  long  been  clearly  demon- 
strated that  in  the  matter  of  grain 
transit  the  facilities  afforded  by  the 
Atlantic  routes,  and  more  particularly 
the  restricted  railway  connection  there- 
w*ith,  are  incapable  of  coping  satis- 
factorily ahd  to  the  best  advantage  of 
the  producer,  with  the  constantly  In- 
creasini^  volume  of  natural  products  of 
this  continent,  in  which  respect,  with 
the  ordinary  process  of  development, 
such  difficulties  will  automatically  in- 
crease  with  each  succeeding  year. 

"In  view  of  the  vast  possibilities  of 
economy,  both  in  freight  costs  and 
time,  presented  by  the  early  availabil- 
ity, for  traffic  <if  the  Panama  Canal, 
we  feel  that  it  can  scarcely  be  nec- 
essary for  u6'  t*  tress  for  your  at- 
tention tO  the  advantages  of  estab- 
lishing Western  routes  with  terminal 
elevators  on  the   Pacific  Coast.

"The  flhorttjr  rail  haul  to  the  PatelfJo 
Coast,  unhampered  by  the  exigencies 
of  climatic  extremes  ^hlch.  beset  the 
Eastern  route,  would  not  only  conduce 
to  quicker  and  larger  returns  to  the 
grain  growers  of  Alberta  and  Saskatche- 
wan, but  by  stimulating  competition

"The  present  gigantic  harbor  works 
«ind  accommodation,  drydocks,  etc.,  now 
in  hand  at  this  port,  in  conjunction 
with  its  unparalleled  geographical  situ- 
ation as  a  dlstributlns  point  for  the 
world's  markets,  confirm  both  you  atid 
U.S  In  an  object  which  is  not  only  es- 
sentially mutual,  but  imperative,  and 
which  It  Is  our  intention  to  bring  ur- 
gently before  the  Dominion  Government 
by  means  of  a  deputation  at  an  early 
date. 

"The  concentration  of  out-going 
J^ralrie  traffic  here,  would  Inevitably 
bring  In  Its  wlike  (In  addition  lo  the 
obvioiia  cheapening  and  quickening  of 
freight  originating  in  the  I'ralrle 
Provinces),  the  two-fold  advantage  of 
cheaper  distribution  by  return  freight, 
not  only  of  Pacific  Coast  productions, 
such  as  lumber,  cotrl,  fruit,  fish,  etc., 
but  of  ocean  born  necissltles,  now  so 
heavily  penalised  by  the  extended  and 
costly  rail  freights  from  Atlantic 
ports.

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II.  i.s  Very  encouraging  to  l.Mrn  that 
the  Naval  Volunteer  corps  organizotl  hero 
several  months  ago  is  determined  to  go 
ahead  with  its  work,  although  some  de- 
lay has  arisen  in  receiving  the  sanction 
of  tho  Ottawa  authorities.  It  Is  under- 
standable that  the  Dominion  Govornmort 
hu«  to  treat  tho  matter  from  the  aiand- 
polnl  of  tho  entire  country,  and  that,  be- 
fore giving  any  rleflnltc  decision  cffort.s 
should  be  made  to  ascertain  how  far  the 
movement  will  spread  and  whether  the 
noccssan-  fa'MIItles  can  be  provided.  Our 
Information  is  that  to  maintain  a  divi- 
sion ofWhe  Naval  Voluntocrs— 500  men — 
would  cost  In  tho  neighborhood  of  $10,- 
000  per  annum.     Thorn  is  no  doubt  that 

'this  number  could  be  recruited  In  tJrltKsh 
Columbia  withcmt  any  illfflculty.  The 
local  corps  lia«  upward.M  of  120  nattica  on 
ItH  books,  and  anywhere  from  40  to  70 
t\irn  out  conslBlcntly  for  training.

Material  is  coming  to  hand  every  day. 
Moat  of  the  steel  Is  already  here.  The 
terra  cotta  is  ready  for  shipment,  and 
almost  everything  else  that  is  needed, 
either  immediately  or  as  tbe  building 
progresses,  is  available  now  or  due  to 
arrtve  shortly.

Memories  of  a  glorious  and  eventful  past 
were  unfolded  before  the  members  ot  the 
Women's  Canadian  C^b  and  their  friends 
yesterday  afternoon,  when  Coloneit  McUlte/ 
gave  his  long-delayed  paper  on  "The  North- 
west Mounted  Police."  Beginning  with  a 
brief  but  inicresllDg  aocoutit  of  the  early 
conditions  of  the  vast  country  over  which 
the  force  was  to  hold  jurisdiction,  the 
speaker  next  went  on  to  enumerate  the 
chief  reasons  for  its  organisation.  The«e 
were:  Plrsily,  to  put  a  stop  to  the  tra^ng 
of  intoxicants  to  the  Indians,  which  re- 
suited 'in  tlieir  being  brought  to  a  low  atate 
of  poverty  and  degradation  and  encouraged 
broiling  And  bloodshed:  secondly,  to  en- 
deavor to  gain  the  respect  and  confidence 
Of  the  Indians  and  teach  them  law  and 
order:  thirdly,  to  break  them  of  many  of 
their  old  habits,  such  as  horse-stealing, 
Inter-tHbal  wars  and  medicine  dances,  and 
fourthly,  to  collect  customs  due  on  im- 
ported goods,  and  to  perform  any  other 
duties  required  of  them  by  any  department 
ot  the  Government.  The  strength  was  to 
l>e.  not'  moi-e  than  -300  men,  and  the'  term 
of  service  thr^e  J^ters.  with  a  free  grant 
of,  1(0  acres  at  Its  termination.  The  force 
was  to  be  mounted,  to  be  modeled  some- 
wt^at  on  the  lines  of  t^e  Royal  Irish  Con- 
stabulary, but  different  In  uniform  and 
equipment,  tO  be  a  oivfi  force  but  wider 
military  discipline,  not  a  crack  cavalry 
regiment  but  !an  effleieht  police  force  foir' 
a  rough  and  ready— particularly  ready— ^ 
enforcement   of  law  and  Justice. 

The  story  of  the  troops  organized  and 
mobilised .  at  Fort  Garry,  now  Winnipeg, 
in  }STit»  'and  at  Toronto  the  year  follow- 
ing, and  thejr  subsequent  Journey  West 
was  told  with  much  interestloK  detail  by 
Colonel  McIUree. 

Courage  «t  High  Order 

Experiences  during  the 'early  year»7  oic 
the  organisation  when  mttch  "^ct  and 
patience  aS  well  as  courage  ot  a  high  order 
was  demanded  in  their .  authority  over  the 
various  Indian  tribes  wore  graphically  de- 
scribed. Cooped  up  83  were  the  Bed  men 
In  the. narrow  Hmlts.  of  their  reserves,  with 
their  favorite  ftmusomente.  horse-stealing, 
sun  and  other  dances,  and  gambling 
frowned  upon,  and  their  former  abundant 
food  supplies  rapidly  diminishing.  U  was, 
said  the  speaker.  little  wonder  that  they 
were  restless  and  occasionally  turbulent. 
Horse-stealing  was  a  part  of  their  educa- 
tion and  they  saw  no  harm  in  it.  but  the 
recovery  ot  thtse  animals  for  their  owners 
w;aB  a  matter  of  considerable  risk  to  the 
Noi'thwesi  Mounted  J»ollCF. -1)01  only  in- 
fllvlriunlly  but  also  as  threatening  to  de- 
velop, sometimes  Into  a,  general  war,  The 
journey  Of  a  party  in  1897  to  reinforce  the 
Yukon  detachment  was  a  Story  et  intense 
interest. 

Bush  to  Gold  Cauitm 

Stationed  at  the  summit  of  the  Chllcoot 
Pass  to  collect  custom  duet  during  th« 
great  "rush"  to  the  gold  camps,  the  de- 
tachiTii>nt  passed  through  a  period  of  deso- 
lation  and   privation,    but   doing   good   work. 

In  1.103  other  posts  were  established  In 
the  Far  Norf  and  several  patrols  were 
made,  In  connection  with  the  Winter  pa- 
trol from  .Macphorson  to  Tjawson,  Colonel 
Molllree  tohl  a  story  as  full  ot  heroism 
and  Inspiration  as  any  record  of  polar  ex- 
ploration. Coming  down  to  the  present 
time  a  striking  comparison  was  made  be- 
tween conditions  when  the  force  was  first 
mobllUi'd  |o  llio  riimforts  experienced  by 
men  .lolning  today.  "Itut,"  sold  the  speaker, 
"tlioy  have  the  prestige  of  the  old  force 
to  live  up  to  and  maintain,  and  for  the 
most  part  when  It  comes  to  servlccB  or 
dangerous  work  they  arc  not  found  want- 
ing. In  coiicluslcin  as  ati  old  member  of 
I  he  force  who  .lolpod  In  '"It  and  served 
until  J911,  T  wo\il(l  say  we  were  all  young 
men  Once — and  we  may  havo  dono  some 
foolish  things,  but  ■we  drew  tJte  lino  strictly 
at  anything  dlnhonorabl*.  Wo  li-Iod  to  do 
our  duty  and  iiplinid  our  regimental  motto, 
■'Maintain  the  Itlghl."  How  wc  have  suc- 
ceeded It  Is  not  for  nic  to  say.  but  1  think 
Canada,  ha^  a.  right  In  be  proud  of  ilin  rec- 
ord  and  of  the  work  that  has  bean  done 
and  Is  still  bring  done  hy  the  Royal  North- 
west  Mounted   Police." 

A  vote  fi'  thanks  was  propo.<ieil  by  Mrs. 
H.  E.  foung,  who  suggested  tlial  Culonel 
Melllree  should  make  It  a  matter  of  con- 
science to  make  a  record  of  his  experi- 
ences as  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  his- 
tory of  the  Oonilnlon.  The  vole  was  then 
seconded  by  Miss  Mnrla  l..awson  and  passed 
unanimously,    standing. 


Mr.  J.  J.  SoUItt  Is  In  Victoria  again 
this  week  al'tor  an  interval  of  thirty 
years,  llorn  of  Vorkahlru  parentage  In 
Chicago,  he  was  attracted  to  tills  coun- 
try by  the  stories  of  Cariboo  gold,  and 
made  his  way  down  the  east  coast  to 
the  I'anama  isthmus,  where,  with  many 
others,  he  look  a  passage  on  a  vessel 
which  brought  him  to  Victoria  in  185:;. 
A  fellow  passenger  on  the  boat  ■was  Mr. 
William  Smltlie,  who  was  afterwards 
'Premier  of  the  Province  from  1S83  to 
188T,  With  him  Mr.  Sollitt  roomed,  on 
his  first  arrival  In  Victoria,  at  a  house 
at  the  corner  uf  Johnson  aiiii  ilovern- 
ment   Streets. 

Victoria  In  those  days  was  for  the 
hiosl  part  bounded  by  Broughton,  Doug- 
las and  Johnson  Streets,  anything  be- 
yond these  being  considered  In  the 
country.  The  principal  hotel  (Mr. 
Sollitt  could  not  remember  its  name; 
stood  on  Broad  Street,  close  to  the  pres- 
ent site  of  The  Colonist  Office,  this 
paper  being  then  owned  by  Mr.  Amor 
de  Cosmos. 

Bo  dlaoouraging  were  tbe  account! 
brought  down  by  many  of  the  miners 
from  the  Cariboo  that  Mr.  Sollitt  made 
up  bis  mind  to  go  farming  Instead.  He 
formfd  one  of  a  numerous  band  who 
located  in  the  Somenoa  district.  They 
settled  down  and  made  many  of  the 
ranches  that  today  are  changing  bands 
at  prices  undreamt  of  by  their  original 
owners.  Among  the  ranchers  at  that 
time  was  Va^  late  Dr.  Davie,  but  Mr. 
Sollitt  has  found   very   few   left  in   tbe" 


in  the  early  days. 

Jim  Sollitt's  shack  was  a  well-known 
landmark  of  the  Somenos  district  until 
last  year,  when  it  was  bturn^d  down  to

:  It  is  sixteen  years  B|ncto.tbe  work 
'Of'this^oclet|r  began,  and  it  is  now  gq-. 
ing  on  in  almost  all  the  cities  and  town». 
of  Canada,  very  gradually  it  is  extend- 
ing its  work  among  the  homesteads 
of  the  Prairies  and  the  newly  arrived 
settlers  of  our  own  Province.  The  pos- 
sibilities for  good  of  this  branch  of 
the  work  arc  very  great  Indeed.  The 
trained  nurse  In  a  very  effective  edu- 
rator,  and  many  of  the  newly  arrived 
Immlisrrants  nre  Ignorant  of  tha  sim- 
plest principles  of  hygiene.

Our  city  l.«i  a  very  healthy 
one  with  no  very  croat  number  of  poor 
or  Ignorant  people,  and  the  nurses  have 
not  the  difficulties  met  wlUi  in  the 
slums    of   great    cities.

A  Wom»a'i  Bot«l 
In  every  city  where  women  work 
the  question  of  comfortable  and  suitable 
accommodation  is  a  pressing  one.  On 
the  one  hand  to  give  needed  relief,  on 
tho  other  to  refrain  from  interference 
with  that  indeVondence  which  In  the 
b«iaio  of  much  that  is  moat  admirable  in 
the  character  of  man  or  woman  are  the 
aims  of  true  phltanthropists.  Earl  Cur- 
son  seems  to  have  accomplished  both  in 
the  hoatel  which  is  described  in  the  fol- 
lowing article  taken  from  The  New  York 
Outlook:

But  a  dinner  con- 
sisting of  soup,  two  kinds  of  vegetables 
and  pudding  may  be  bad  fpr  8  cents.

If  nothing  can  take  lUc  vlac.i:  of  the 
love  and  companionship  of  dutiful  sons 
and  daughters,  to  many  who  have  lived 
lives  of  loncUriess  and  hardship  this 
home  Is  a  hoven  of  rest.  That  many  of 
those  who  ofls.se.l  away  during  tho  paHt 
year  were  truly  mourned  hy  the  klml 
women  who  make  the  liomc  their  llrsi 
care   1»   the  simple    tnitlt.

The  initial  eftorts  Of  the  association 
will  be  devoted  to  the  prevention  of 
Illegal  fishing.  Mr.  Rattray  pointed 
out  that  the  measures  taken  by  the 
Uovernmeiit  wdit»r~  proving  of  little 
a,vail,  and  it  was  absolutely  necessary 
that  the  anglers  themselves  take  a 
hand  If  the  sport  was  to  be  preserved. 
He  had  long  felt  the  need  of  this,  but 
had  found  that  independant  action  by 
himself  and  other  fishermen  was  use- 
leas.  He  had  then  evolved  the  idea  of 
the  association  through  which  the 
sportsmen  might  work  in  unison  and, 
with  money  and  influence  behind  tliemt 
might  accomplish  something; 

on  the  suggestion  of  several  of  those 
present  it  was  decided  to  include 
Shawnlgan  Lake  among  the  oentres  in 
which  the  campaign  will  be  Instituted. 
The  association's  field  of  activity, 
therefore,  will  extend  over  Chemalnus 
Biver.  Cowichian;  River  and  Lake  and 
Cowichan  Bay,  Saanlch  Ann,  KOksilah 
River  and  Shawnlgan  Lake. 

The  a.ssociatlon  will  have  responsible 
representatives  in  all  these  Centres, 
from  Whom  information  ntay  be  ob- 
tained necessary  to  the  prosecution  of 
any  cases  of  illegal  fishing  brought  to 
light. 

The  Government  will  be  asked  to 
appoint  two  fish  wardens  for  Cowichan 
River,  'and  one  with  a  powerful  launch 
for  Saanlch^  Arm  and  the  Bay,  suoh 
assistance  being  considered  essential  to 
the  success  of  the  campaign.  In  this 
connection  It  was  pointed  out  that  in 
the  Old  Country  a  ballff  patrols  every 
four  miles  of  river  whereas  here,  w^here. 
the  task  of  supervision  is  much  more 
difficult,  one  for  every  twenty  miles  or 
so  Is  considered  enough.  It  was  also 
remarked  that  so  glaring  has  the  need 
of  increased  protection  for  the  fish  he- 
come  that  the  Conservative  Assoc  la- 
Ion,  of  Duncan,  has  taken  the  matter 
up. 

Incltuled  in  the  assoilaiion's  scheme  of 
operation  are  the  modernisiation  of  the 
Cowichan  Lake  hatchery,  in  connection 
with  which.  It  was  said,  there  should 
be  ponds  for  maturing  fish  as  well  as 
ponds  to  hold  all  the  young  fry  until 
they  are  two  years  old;  and  the  ex- 
tirpation of  the  merganiia  duck,  which 
is   becoming   a  veritable  wcourge. 

The  name  of  the  organization  was 
changed  from  the  Cowichan  .\nglers' 
Society  to  the  Cowichan  Anglers'  .Asso- 
ciation.

liinihcr  firm,  the  Coquitlam  City  left 
WlHapa  Karbor.  Wash.,  on  April  22, 
lonklnR  nfat  and  trim  iindci'  her  own 
sail,   for  Brisbane,   .\tjstralta. 

She  carries  a  full  crew,  ten  all  told, 
(.'aptain  Abbott,  flr.st  and  second  mate, 
six  able  .seamen,  and  a.  cook.

The  Coiinltlani  Shipbuilding  yards, 
whore  the  Coqulilam  City  was  built,  arc 
showing  signs'  of  great  activity  at  the 
pros<.'nt  time.  Work  has  been  started  on 
thp  con.strucitn  of  a  pots'crfUl  tugboat, 
lo  cost  somp  ,  J12,000,  of  substanilol 
build,  which  Is  to  be  used  for  towing 
purposes  on  the  Fraser  River.  A  new 
marine  ways  Is  also  being  erected  at  a 
cDst  of  approximately  125,000.  The  slip 
will  onabk'  any  vessels  that  enter  the 
Frasor  River  to  be  hauled  out  for  re- 
palr.s.  and  the  now  towhoat  will  enable 
the  concern  to  tow  to  tho  Pitt  River  any 
disabled  vessels,  and  In  other  ways  fa- 
iMlitaio  the  business.

Great  interest  Is  being  displayed  in 
Immigration  and  shipping  circles  as  to 
the  probable  date  of  arrival  of  the  ves- 
sel, which  Is  expectea  to  create  a  sit- 
uation unparalleled  since  the  arrival  of 
a  shipload  of  Japanese  at  Vancouver 
aboard  the  steamer  Kumerlc  several 
years  ago. 

The  most  recent  story  lo  be  .set  afloat 
Is  that  the  Komagata  Maru  has  suc- 
ceeded in  landing  a  number  of  her  com- 
plement on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver 
island  and  that  three  of  the  parly  had 
reached  Victoria  by  the  overland  route. 
This  yarn  is  discredited  by  the  immi- 
gration authorities  who  are  inclined  lo 
bflle.ve  that  It  secured  its  foundation 
from  the  fact  that  three  Hindus  were 
landed  here  from  aboard  the  N.  Y.  K. 
llDer   Awa   Maru. 

Brought    Information 

First  definite  information  of  the  sail- 
ing of  the  Komagata  Maru  was  brought 
bj  one  of  the  Hindus  landing  here  fronf 
the  Awa.  When  closely  ciuestioned  as 
to  the  movements  of  the  .lapanese  ves- 
sel the  Hindu  informed  tho  immigration 
men  that  he  was  one  of  the  original 
passengers  from  Hongkong  aboard  the 
Komagata.  He  further  stated  that,  as 
he  had  previously  resided  in  this  coun- 
try, and  wished  to  return  to  Victoria 
without  unnecessary  delay,  he  decided 
to  leave  the  Komagata  at  Shanghai, 
where  he  arrived  on  April  12,  and  con- 
tinued his  passage  here  by  the  -Vlppon 
ve*sel. 

Kven  this  statemerit  l.s  conflicting 
when  it  Is  understood  that  Captain 
Tominaga,  of  the  Awa  Maru,  heard  noth- 
ing of  the  Hindu  ship  when  at  Shanghai 
oji    that    date. 

The  statement  was  also  made  by  the 
returning  Hindu  that  250  turbancd  men 
were  aboard  the  Komagata  when  she 
left  Hongkong  and  several  hundred  were 
waiting  to  board  her  at  Shanghai.  Sho 
v.-as  to  call  at  a  .lapanese  port  en  route 
to  take  on  additional  passengers  and 
bunker  for  the  trip  across  the  Pacific. 

From  the  same  source  the  immigra- 
tion men  were  informed  that  the  Koma- 
gata Maru  was  not  scheduled  to  leave 
the  Japanese  coast  until  the  beginning 
of  May.  Had  the  Komagata  Maru  .sailed 
direct  from  Shanghai  for  Victoria  she 
woulj  not  be  able  to  make  the  voyago 
In  less  than  twenty-four  days.  She  wa.s 
reportci^  sailing  from  Shanghai  on 
April    16. 

Chartered  by  SyKdloate 
Dr.  Sundar  Singh,  a  leader  of  the 
Hindu  community  here.  Is  authority  for 
ih'  statement  that  the  Komagata  Maru 
was  placed  under  charter  by  a  Hindu 
syndicate  heade.1  by  onc  Gurdlt  Singh. 
Further  than  thi.s  he  knows  nothing 
conccrninsr  the  movements  of  the  Koma- 
gata  Maru. 

.N'oihing  was  sighted  of  the  myatcrloua 
ship  by  the  Blue  Funnel  liner  .\ntt« 
lochus  which  arrived  yesterday  front  tha 
Orient.  Any  day  the  Hindu  laden  ship 
may  show  up  off  WiUlani  Head,  in  the 
mtantlmo  the  immigration  a<ithoritie.'?
